50 Sticks Kept in House's 


Cellar Cause Tragedy 


MUSKEGO, Wis., April 19.— 


(UP)—Authorities believed to- 
day that two and one-half-year- 
old Raymond Waszak caused the 
explosion which scattered his 
farm-home over an acre and 
killed his mother and seven 
brothers and sisters.

acre of wreckage today for the 
body of three-year-old Raymond 
Waszak, hoping Its discovery would 
give them their first clue to the 
cause of the dynamite explosion, 
which killed his mother, three bro- 
thers and four sisters. 
h Nine, Including Raymond, were 
dead. The only survivor was the 
father, John, who was about to 
enter the I0-rbont house last niglit 
when the 50 sticks of dynamite 
stored in its cellar exploded. 


The dead: 
Mrs. Mary Waszak, 54; John, 


20; Louise, 18; Lottie, 16; Eleanor, 
14; Helen, 12; Frank, 8; Joseph, 
6; Raymond, 3. 


Father Tells Story 


The father was incoherent with 


grief, and sheriffs deputies be- 
lieved It unlikely he would be able 
to explain the explosion even when 
he recovered his composure. He 
had been in the barn just before 
the blast. He said he had Just step- 
ped to the barn door, preparatory 
to leaving for the house 50 feet 
away when the dynamite exploded. 
A flying timber struck him, he 
said, but he was not Injured. 


Position of the bodies Indicated 


the family had gathered in one 
of the front rooms of the two and 
one-half story house. Just below 
them, 
in a half-cellar, were 50 


sticks 
of government-manufac- 


tured dynamite used for blasting 
stumps. 


When the dynamite exploded it 


lifted the front half of the house 
and the roof into the air. The rear 
wall fell in. 


Dr. R. E. Boldt, Muskego, said 


all were killed by the explosion 
Itself, although the falling rear 
wall might have killed any who 
had survived. Six died instantly. 
Eleanor, Louise and Lottie died 
later in the Waukesha hospital. 


No explanation for the explosion 


appeared 
Immediately. Coroner 


Martin E. Fromm said Waszak 
told him the dynamite had been 
left on the farm by the preceding 
owner. Waszak has 
owned 
the 


farm six years. 


Moved Into House 


The dynamite had been stored 


in the farm's pumphouse, Fromm 
eaid. Mrs. Waszak had feared the 
children might get Into it there, 
and prevailed on her husband to 
move it into the basement 
six

NEW YORK, April 19 — (UP) 


— The Wright Aeronautical Cor- 
poration released today a few de- 
tails of a new 1,500 horsepower 
motor — the most powerful air- 
plane motor in production in the 
world. 


The twin-row, air-cooled motor 


will be used on the super-clipper 
ships, which, as "secret" projects, 
have been under construction for 
the Pan American Airways in Se- 
attle since last year. 
The army 


and naval air services authorized 
the release of general Information 
about the motor, but many of the 
specifications still were held secret 
because the army has bought two 
and the navy one. 


Twenty-six (two as spares) will 


be used In six of the super clipper 
ships which will be about twice 
the size of the present Sikorsky 
S-42 
clippers and 50 per cent 


larger than the Martin clippers. 
Each will have an aggregate of 
6,000 horsepower, speed of about 
200 miles per hour and a cruising 
range of 5,000 miles. 


The motors will be the 1+ cyl- 


inder "cyclone" type of a new de- 
sign with a capacity of 2,600 cubic 
inches, 800 more than the single 
row nine-cytinder cyclone of 1,100 
horsepower. 
They will cost about 


$13,500 each.
